“MURDEROUS ATTACK UPON.OTTER 
” HONTERS...

The Japan Gazette has some particulars of a

upon the boat in which “Captain Snow was, and 
which was noarest the shoro, by 6 party concoal- 
ed behind somo roake on tho oliffs, At this time 
Captain Snow's boat was atiout 200 yards off 
the beach, and the olliers two: or three times 
that distance.

NINE KORRAN OFFICIALS BEHEADED. 

‘The N.C. Daily News of the 78th June says: 
—Weare onsbled togive a fawfarthor particulars 
about the recent disturbances in the Korean 
Capital to which we referred in our issue of 
Monday Inst. The cmeuté apponrs to have boon 
of the naual character which takes plado perinili+ 
cally in tho Royal city of thes Hermit Iing- 
dom," and had its origin in the rovival of the 
old absurd rumours direoted, against foreigners, 
and the idiotic cvednlity of the populace of tho 
Capital, It appears that some ovilly disposed 
Chinogo epread a report that the Amovican Mis. 
sionaries in fhe country had purchased a number 
of Korean children, and after killing them, had 
bolléd them down for medicines, ‘This aroused 
tho popular feeling and caused the authoritios ta 
tale ateps to pros.rve the lives of the Mission. 
aries, who were all called iu from the conntry: 
and placed in aafoty.. The paople next seized 
nina Korean officials, who were said to hove been 
parties,to the sale of the children to tho ‘tis. 
sionaries, and thea put them to death by deeipit- 
ation'in the public strosts. In the meantime 
the foreign rosidouta at Sooul telagraptied to 
the commanders of the American, French, Rus- 
sian, Japatiese, and. Chinese men-of-war for 
assistance. There were one Amorjgan man-. 
of-war, tho Evsew—the Palos baving just left 
—one Frenchman, the Aspic. ona Russian 
oruiser, tivo Japanese, and one ChinoseWar vessel 
in port at the-timo, At 10 o’olock on the night 
of the 19th inst., the, Hesex, Aspic, and the Rus- 
sian vessel sont about thirty mon cach, who start- 
ad in separate bodies. ta Seoul to protect their 
nationals there.
